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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Chang 
et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,619,489). 

Regarding claims 1,12 and 21 ,Chang teaches a network test device 10, 
including a display that simultaneously displays two communication link parameters (i.e. 
"certain conditions of the DS1 and DS3 digital communication lines ", see column 2, lines 
47-53 and figure 1). 

Regarding claims 2, 13 and 22, Chang teaches a plurality of parameters tested 
for a single path (i.e. DSO) (see column 3, lines 33-35, and column 5, lines 45-46). 

Regarding claims 3, 14 and 23, Chang teaches using a test pattern for testing on 
more than one path STS-1, DS3, DS1 or DSO channels. 

Regarding claims 4, 15 and 24, Chang teaches a touch screen display capable of 
allowing user input (see column 4, lines 59-61). 

Regarding claims 5, 16 and 25, Chang teaches an optical link (SONET link) and 
parameters tested for both optical and electrical on the same line (column 4, lines 5-7). 
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Regarding claims 6-8, 17-19 and 26-28, Chang teaches an optical link (SONET 
link) an electrical link STS-1 (see abstract) and parameters tested for both optical and 
electrical on the same line (see figure 1 - parameters tested in display). 

Regarding claim 9, Chang teaches the device is battery powered (column 2, line 

7). 

Regarding claim 10, Chang teaches the device weighs less than five pounds 
(column 2, lines 60). 

Regarding claims 1 1 , 20 and 29, Chang teaches a plurality of parameters tested 
for more than one path (i.e. DSO, DS1, STS-1), (see column 5, lines 45-46).
